San Francisco this year will pay 
about $3,200,000 in city and State 
taxes. is is on a cash valuation of 
$244,000,000. The State’s share is 
less than $2,000,000. Our population 
is probably not in excess of 310,000, if 
as much 300,000. St. Louis, with a 
population of 500,000 and a valuation 
for taxes (at not over 40 per cent. of 
cash value), $175,031,130, pays this 
year $2,880,500. Of this the State 
gets $694,687; leaving for the support 
of the municipal government, $1,185,- 
813. The tax per capita for munici- 

| purposes in San Francisco is about 
7.35: in St. Louis, $2.37. The debt 
of St Louis is greater than the debt of 
San Francisco, and yet the local taxes 
are more than three times as heavy 
here as there a capita. The causes 
of this extraordinary difference are on 
the surface. San Francisco is grossly 
misgoverned, and a very large per 
cent. of the taxes is diverted into 
channels of waste, extravagance and 
peculation.
